Ihis interview was done with Oi Polloi by Danarchy. 

Dan: Where and when did the band start? What were your goats then opposed 
to now? 


Oi Polloi: We started in 1981 in Edinburgh, Scotland. We w ere all at school and 
had shows where all these stupid school bands would play. Every year we had the 
same stupid shit and the same people playing Rolling Stones' covers. But there 
were a lot of kids who w anted to hear punk and Oi!. Because no one else started 
a punk band we thought fuck, we are going to have to do it So we did it and played 
lots of good punk and Oi!, and caused chaos 

Dan: Were you guys called Oi Polloi then? 

Oi Polloi: Yeah 


Dan: How did you first get into punk? 

Oi Polloi: It w ould be different for all of us. For those of us that were in the band 
from the beginning we listened to John Peel Sessions. We weren’t into punk in the 
beginning just Oi! 

Dan: Aren't they basically the same thing? 

Oi Polloi: Musically there are a lot of simulaities. Originally when we started plaving, 
everyone was a punk. It was like if you were at school and there was 150 people in 
your year 140 of them would be into punk, and the other 10 w ere geeks in the computer 
clufr In the 70 s, early 80‘s everyone was into punk. It was just trendy- like hey the 
fuck n Sex Pistols -I like a lot of the Pistols ' music, but at the time there was people into it 
because they thought that sticking safety pins through through their noses and vomiting 
on people was cool, i didn't see what was so cool about that, you know? You had to 
dress up, have spiky hair, and wear bondage trousers. We weren’t into that Oi* came 
around w ith bands like Cockney Rejects 

Dan: And they took it back to the streets! 


Oi Polloi: Exactly! They were just ordinary’ people, you didn't have to have a mohican to 
be into it. There was no fuck'n image that went along with it, and the music was really good 
People made no attempt to sing, it was just shouting. That is w hat w e were into to start off 
with. Then we got into more political bands like Crass and Discharge. Lyrically anyway. 
That made us think a bit. Instead of out to live'n things up locally. We also tried to 
communicate something sensible too. We tried to many anarchopunk lyrics with good sing 
along Oi! music. * e ^ 


Dan: Were a lot of punks back then into the political aspect Le. caring about something? 

°t Pollok I think the majority most definitely weren't. Back then it was different, it was really 
politicized. It was lust punk and chaos. There was alot of people talking about anarchy, 
because of the Sex Pistols and because it was fashionable, but they didn't know what it was. 
They thought it was just chaos. III look at the people in my year at school, out of the 150 
that w ere punks, most of them are bank managers or some shit like that. The only people that 
I know that are still into the ideas are myself and mv mates. I guess for the others it w as just 
fashionable. It's sad. 






Dan: I think that’s (he same here also. It happened to a lot of people. How docs the 
punk scene compare here to Europe? 

Oi Polloi: Well, we've only been here a few days. 

Dan: Didn't you tour here a few years ago? 

Oi Polloi: Four years ago. Brian is the best person to talk to. He is our American 
drummer 

Dan: Where are you (Brian) from? 

Brian: North Carolina. I suppose the big difference is that the European scene is a lot 
more political. 

Dan: Do you think it's bigger? 

Brian: Yeah, a lot bigger. 

Dan: I heard the shows over there on the continent of Europe get 15,000 
people at certain shows...? 

Oi Polloi: 1500 maybe. 

Dan: I mean I’m not talking about punk shows like this. Maybe a Die Toten Hosen show. 

Oi Polloi: They're sort of a mainstream band now. They are on the charts in Germany. 

Dan: I heard that it's really big over there and just normal people are going to the ska ami 
punk shows.? 

OI Polloi: It depends on what l*and. If you take a big punk hand like the Exploited. 

Colin: l wouldn’t classify them as punk. 

Dan: What would you classify’ them as? 

Oi Polloi: They're commercial. We know they are only in it for the money. 

Dan: Do you know them? 

Oi Polloi: We know' enough about them. Wc come from the same town as the Exploited 
They're just a joke. They've got that song, "I believe in anarchy". Going out in your old 
mans car, getting crashed out, get in a fight It was just rubbish. 

Dan: But don't you think they have matured lyrically over the years? 

Oi Polloi: Wattie went through this phase of what you might call peace-punk type 
stuff, but he doesn't believe in any’ of that shit. 

Dan: You don't think so? 

Oi Polloi: We know so! Wc sec Wattie wondering around in his track suit and his baseball 
cap listening to techno music. Not that there's anything wTong with that. 

Dan: Are you serious?! 

Oi Polloi: Of course he does. This guy is like a punk rock businessman. His job is 
punk rock. He sells speed too. Wattie doesn't wear all his punk stuff usually. When 
they go on tour it’s like putting on a business suit to go to the office. Wattie puts on 
his studded leather jacket and DM boots and goes on tour. This guy is an idiot. We 
don't know Wattie that well, because we never come in contact with him. You never 






see him on anv political actions or underground gigs. You'll never see him at any punk 
picnics or anything like that. ITic only time you ever see him is if a big band like l UC. 

Subs or G.B.I I. plays. I fe might come along and see them, because he knows some 
of them. He’s totally divorced from the sort of stuff we are into. 

Dan: I remember years ago when they toured years ago tlu-y played with a straight edge hand. 
Youth of Today. I talked to Ray Cappo and he said you don’t see the Exploited here at the show 
talking to people. They’re living in a hotel, driv ing around in limos. Is that true? 

Oi Polloi: They certainly stay at big hotels. You wouldn't see them playing in the basement 
of this church tonight. A lot of our friends have been in the Exploited because of quite a turn¬ 
over with band members. 

Dan: A lot of people in the U.S. claim the Exploited are Nazis. 

Oi Polloi: They’re not Nazis, but Wattie is racist. He says stuff like, "I've got black friends. I 
just don't like pakis. That’s shit. Anyway after that, Author said there was no way he would be 
in a band with a guy like that. The other tiling is that it is very much Wattie’s band. When they 
did a U.S. tour, Wattie w ould be getting thousands of dollars and the rest of the band would 
get sixty dollars a night with free beer. Now a lot of guys w eren't bothered by that because it 
was better than sitting at home with no money and a dead end life. But I think eventually it 
begins to get on people's nerves that Wattie is ranking it in, and they're getting totally ripped 
off. 

Dan: That’s a real eye opener, cause l like their music a lot 
Oi Polloi: Their music is good.. 

Dan: How did skinheads react to your openly anarchist message and banners when you 
first started out? Were skinheads more right -wing when you first started playing? 

OI Polloi: When we first started, in Scotland, skinheads weren’t really right-wing. It was before 
bands like Skrewdriver had come out with songs like, "White Power". Gigs were really mixed with 
punks and skins. Bands like the Blitz had everyone together. There w asn't so much of a difference. 
You had skins who were into anarchy and the CND. It was just that they preferred to have a short 
haircut and big Docs and a harringtons. While other folk preferred to have spiky hair. Gary Bushell 
gave lip service to Oi! being for skins and punks, but more and more it became dominated by skins. 
And then there was a stupid feud between what were called Peace Punks and Oi! That kind of split 
things apart. ITic Skrewdriver came out with, "White Power". That really changed things a lot. 
People always say that music can't change the world, unfortunately it can. Skrewdriver did a lot of 
damage with that because now most Oi! bands in Britain are to the right. Thankfully there weren’t 
many 

Dan: What docs punk mean to you overall? 

Brian: Me personally, it's like being in a big family, being able to meet people from all over the 
world who are into the same politics. I just like to hear good hard aggressive music. 

Colin: It's like a school as well. I was attracted to the music at first, but you learn things 
about politics, you sec things in a new way, and you develop your ideas. It changes 
your life. It didn't make me become a vegetarian. I just stopped one day, but it didn't 
have to do with the music or the lyrics. It's a learning process as well. 

Deek: It’s a really cool scene. Just like Brian says, you meet so many cool people. It’s 
good there's an alternative to all the shit in society. 

Dan: How do you feel about the common abuse of alcohol and drugs by punks and 
skins? 

Oi Polloi: Well .(as Colin takes a swig of beer) 1 (at I la! I think it's O K. as long as you don't 
hurt airyonc else. 


Dan: Are you vegetarians? 







Oi Polioi: Two of us are vegetarians and two of us are vegans. It's quite a norma! thing 
in Britain. 

Dan: What's your stance on violence and direct action? 

Oi Polioi: (a short pause) We like violence! Yeah, we do like violence when it's needed. 
We’re not pacifists We don’t go out hurting people for no reason 11 there's a situation 
that's going to be violent, we’re going to l>e violent baek. With fascists you can talk to 
them all you want, but they won’t understand, they only understand their own language, 
which is violence. What you need to do is beat the fuck out of them. If you could stop these 
pe\>ple by waving flowers at them we’d be into it Unfortunately you can't Believe me we’ve 
lucking tried. 

Dan: Who writes the lyrics? 

Deck: I write 95% of them 

Dan: What happened to other members? Why did they leave the band? 

Deck: There must have been 60 other members Out of all those people only two were 
thrown out! One, because he was a wanker, and the other got into Nazi stuff. So we 

couldn’t very well have him in the band. Others left because ot school, work, or to join 

\ 

other bands. 

Dan: Do any of you have kids? 

Colin: l don’t know? Ha! Ha! 

Dan: Do you have a new album out? 

Oi Polioi: We have a split with Blown Apart Bastards and we have a new 7 inch out 
as well. You can get anv of this stuff by writing to the address. Wc recorded a new 
l. P in tire summer It has 17 new songs, but it isn't out yet, because vve need to do 
a big txw>klet with loads of info and addresses for it After the tour we'll have time 
lo get it all done, and it should lx: out by summer '95 (this should give you an idea 
how old this interview is-Joy-Kd.) . 


Dan: Well thanks for your time. I enjoyed talking to you. 

Oi Polioi: We enjoyed it too. Ihe interview flowed well. Colin: Yeah, vve liked the 
questions too. Cheers!

From Bam Bam to Cherry Oh! Bahv (Jamaican Gold)- 

This will bring you back in time to when ska wasn’t so main stream . 10 tracks 
of various artists including Desmond Dekkcr & the Aces, l oots &. the Maytals, 
Ihe Jamaicans, Derrick Morgan (just to name a few). The music is upbeat yet 
slow. Kach band has it’s own sound, so it's hard to describe each. If you love 
60’s Ska then put this on your list. (Joy) 


Ethiopians "Let's Ska and Rocksteady/Engine * 54 ” (Jamaican Gold)- 

12 tracks of pure Ska. This is available on C.D. and casette. A few of the songs 
include "Engine '54", "My Love ", "Train to Skaville ", and "Unchained lx)ve". 
There are two versions of "Train to Skaville" on this The first is the original and 
the second is a new version with a more up beat and heavier reggae sound This 
is a fairly new release of the Ethiopian's songs compiled together on one recording 
If you have not already heard of the Ethiopians we reccomend this for people w ho 
love the old untouched sounds of 60*s Ska and Rocksteady (Joy) 


The Jumpstart* "Hoodlum Ska!-’- 

Ska of the 90's u iih a traditional and 2 T one tw ist. They definately have their 
own sound. For their first production l can definately say I’m impressed There 
are 8 songs on this The first song on side two "Night Out" will give you a few 
laughs The song has a few lines of lyrics like,"She probally hasn't showered in a 
couple of days". I can't say l like every' song , because l have my likes and dislikes 
l don’t like the song "I Had a Dream ", because it has a disco/ska/calypso sound 
to it. This tape is tor those of you who want to here some 90’s ska with a change 
of pace. (Joy) 

Split 7 " w ith One Hundred Men and Skaville Train (Champ)- 

We got this from a guy named Mick (Thanks) in Sherry’s, while we were on our 
long weekend stay in London. The music of One hundred is different than what we 
thought it to be The music is 60’s ska in the 90’s. The sounds would make you think 
you bought an old 60*s ska 7". Hundred Men do the song "Reggae Juk", which has 
no real singing. A guy mumbles something once in a while, but I couldn't make it out. 
Skaville Train’s, "Version hit the Town" we love. This has a 60’s touch with it’s own 
unique sound. 1 would definately reccomend this. 1 wouldn't know where to begin to 
tell you how to tell you how to get this, except try’ writting Sherry's or the Merc. (Joy) 

Johnny Socko ” Bov aquarium” (Mulberry’ Street Pnwk)-

Crowbar "Hippie punk.s/Whitc riot 7" German Reissue- 

I’m not sure if this repressing is exactly the same as the original or not because 1 haven't 
ever seen an original copy But lor those who have heard this before this is defmetclv 
some real go<xi music {lie song "Hippie Punks" is one that 1 think will remain true for 
a long time to come with all these fucking pacifists calling themselves "punks" ! The 
vocals on both tracks are the kind where you can tel! the singer is angry, very rough 
sound. "White riot" is right on time as well! Definetely get this unless you can get the 
original some how. (K..C.) 

















The Boiinc«- H Kccp the Faith” (Century Media)- 

TTiis is a bit of a late review,but liere it is anyways... After the bands few 
years away from it all here they are for the first time ever on CD with a new 
release! With two new members in the band. The sound is a change from 
the sound you expect out of The Business on many tracks, but then some 
are clearly in the classic vein of The Business There is tw o songs on this I 
can't stand at all because they seem to be songs written at a spare moment 
for filler space. There are some great new ones the band knows are good and 
plays at gigs! You can pick this up on Cd, Lp, or even cassette I think! Or just 
get a copy! (K.C.) 

Judge Dread 7 ”-”The Ten Commandments” (Trojan)- 

I had to review this because 1 think Judge Dread is one of the all time greats. 

I picked this up not to long ago at a punk gig (Thanks to Greg-Joy). Side one 
has Dread doing his version of the "Ten Commandments", w hich I can't say 
I like, because I don’t like the song (not even when Prince Buster did it). Side 
two has a song called, "Give It IJp Micheal". I actually took a liking to this 
song. The song has an up beat 70's reggae sound to it. This song wasn't as 
dirty as I'm used to hearing, but I aid like it. If you come across this in any old 
stacks of records, pick it up! (Joy) 



Skinhead Moonstomp-Symarip/Skatalites 7 ” Comp. (Trojan>- 

I never heard of this as a 7" until I came across it at a Pennsylvania record 
convention. This record was going for $15.00 there Side one has Svmarip 
doing "Skinhead Moonstomp. Side two has the Skatalites doing "El Pussycat" 
and "Guns of Navarone". The cover of this 7" is the same as the remake 
cover of Skinhead Monnstomp with the boots on it. I would reccomend this if

Messer Banzani "Skagga-Yo!” (Orange Street)- 

AJmost as if they heard me bitching about their horrid first C D , the sophomore album by 
Messer Banzarn, sounds like a different band all together-a good band. Still based in ska, but with 
fingers in rap, dub and a razor-sharp production, strange instrumentation, arrangements, samples- 
this is a multi-layered album of unexpected depth. Madness like in the song writing breadth, fully 
modem in its touch stones, but never ofT the ska beat. Strongly recornmended.(Noah Wildman) 

The Snappers "Trick Noise Makers” (Argyle Records)- 

A surprising good debut C D. from a very young ska band-usuaily 'young ska band' mans 'thrash 
band with horns, but Connecticut's The Snappers reign in their hormonal tendencies with some good 
mid-tempo chugging, a female vocalist (w ho sings, doesn't grow!) and a solid horn section.

This is a photo of the original line-up of the Skunks. 
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Joy and I had just gotten hack from our trip overseas to London When all 
of a sudden we got a call from an infamous person sav ing,"Are you going to 
see the Business in Lancaster tomorrow?". I had no idea they were even 
playing there then. Joy said she would watch our daughter, Maria in order for 
my fiend and I to go up to the gig. But I had to take her to the Philly gig 
when they came there. Enough said, it was a deal! So, anyway I got off 
work to meet my friend around 6:30 to head up to Lancaster. We missed the 
opening band The Casualties (who I wouldn't have minded hearing). As soon as 
we got up the stairs to the main floor, all I heard was, "Let's give a warm welcome 
for Ihe Business!". The cheers were roaring then the bass line for Real Enemy 
started and I went off into the crowd. I was still thinking, "Fuck 1 was just in 
England". Strange, but it made it that much more fun. That night they ran 
through many great hits such as Suburban Rebels, H-Bomb, Loud Proud a Punk, 
Smash the Discos, and if I recall an encore with Drinking and Driving. This 
was the first gig I caught of the band's second trip over, and they sounded great. 

I even got the opportunity to chat with the band in the bar upstairs a bit, but we 
had to leave and only the band could stay. Over the night I was informed there 
was no date for a gig in Philadelphia, because it was canceled. That was probably 
better anyway. They scheduled the gig in, of all places, Wilkes-Barre, PA. Home to 
such bands as the Hooligans on Parade (who are now broken-up) and the Freeloaders 
I got directions from Ed (from H O P ) and I ow ed Joy an opportunity to see the 
Business. It was a good three hour drive into the Pocono Mountain region of PA 
and it was getting monotonous driving on Hie fuck’n turnpike! Well, needless to 
sav we finally got there and drove around for awhile to find the club. We got 
there just before the Toasters went on, just in time to see all the drunken Ilooligans 
skank the place up! I was trying to sell zincs while the Toasters were on, and got 
rid of most before the Business went on. The Toasters Played a good set w ith 
their new singer (I still thought Cash was better, Joy). Next on stage was of course 
the Business. I Don’t recall the first song they stated with, but I do remember 
them doing a few new songs such as Keep the Faith, Maradona, and other songs 
like IxHid Proud, & Punk. They also did an encore of Hany Mav and Drinking 






































and Driving. I was dancing like a tix>l and going berserk when Real Enemy was 
played. 1 w as glad to see Joy singing along and enjoying the set. Little did I know 
I’d be seeing the Business a month to the date of their gig in Lancaster all the way 
down in Winston Salem, North Carolina. But on day prior to that it was a date in 
Atlanta, which ended up to be a disaster... Well to stall this trip 1 had to quit mv job 
(got it back though) of all the dumb things. Wc left from Delaware with the guys 
from Stormwatch to head to Chapel Hill, N.C We got a late start in our travels 
and got in Chapel I Jill around 3 or 4 in the morning Ld of Patriot put us up to get 
some zzzzz’s before an equally long drive from Chapel Mill to Atlanta (Even though 
it sucked lor us girls that Ld had no toilet paper. Ha! Ha!-Jov). 1 got pulled over for 
not wearing a seat belt atler leaving a Waffle House. I was pretty pissed then and 
headed towards Atlanta. We drove and drove and finally got to Atlanta. I was 
excited as hell to be there and what a great city it was! The club was called the 
Masquerade, and Stormwatch, the Business, and the Anti-Heros were on the billboard 
you could see from the street. It was impressive shit! The club was huge, it was once 
a mill or a warehouse I tliink. Anyway, it was a bad club and Stormwatch had a rixmi 
back stage and we all got passes. Wc got to Atlanta around 3 p in. and Stormwatch 
w ent on around 10 p.m. Needless to say most all of us got drunk. When it came 
time to open the gig Stormwatch played the shit and lost out on a rare opportunity 
to really look and sound gixxl on stage. They had to start a few songs over again. 

To give you a good idea on how drunk they were Jeff (the singer) w as drinking a 
pitcher of beer or maybe a couple of them during the set w hile TimUhe guitarist) 
was playing with his beer hat on! They managed to get mixed opinions in the 
crowd, so not all was a total disgrace or disaster. The Anti-I Ieros went on next, 
and I tiilked to Mark Noah before then and couldn’t believe he knew mv last name 
from writing to him only a tew times. Anyway, the Anti-Heros should have a new 
single out sometime soon or by the time you read this perhaps! they played all 
their tunes practically! I danced most of their set and shouted along the lyrics. 

They are an awesome fucking band to by opinion. Great lyrics like "National 
Debt" mean a lot! K.C. forgot to mention or probably doesn't remember (since 
he was so trashed) that l missed half the set since some jerk punched me in the 
eye, so I ended up in the Intck w ith ice on mv eye.-Joy-on to K.C ’s story-Next 
up was the Business and 1 didn't get to see much of them, because some bastard 
punched me in the eye for no real reason. So I cracked the bastard w ho i thought 
cracked me and letl the club wanting to kill. I missed the entire set, hut could 
hear it outside. Then we got a friend of Jeffs (from Stormwatch) to put us up 
in a motel for the night. She was pretty c<x>l for doing that since the band never 
got paid after such a lame performance. 1 was running around in mv shorts and 
was gonna get naked imtil I was caught. Anyhow after all that fun we got fueled 
up on ftxxi and gas and headed to Winston Salem for another gig. Another fun 







filled drive! Again we all got drunk, because the assholes ttx>k Stormwateh otf 
the bill. We drove all the way for the manager of a hippie bar to Tell us they 
couldn’t play! Instead he put glam band on who looked like the New York IX)!Is 
and they sucked! I don't know why we didn't end up murdering, but we ended 
up drunk! Besides that the band that was up was Patriot who did a great set with one 
of my favorite songs, ’'Rat Race" on their list of tunes. They also did "D. W.I.", 

"Ball Me Out", the title track of their new C.D., "Cadence In the Streets", and a 
new tune, "The Best of Friends" (which they sent out to Stormwateh for getting 
dicked over by the club). They did quite a bit of songs and I consumed quite a 
bit of Fosters and Cmilsch beer that night! Then it was time for the Business in 


between some guys gets beat by the North Carolina skins. After the club manager 



saw the guy get beat he started kissing ass and sucking up to everyone. What a 
fucker, I still wish we would have scalped that hippie prick! The Business were 
(jn a roll with some great songs over and over. They did a long set with most of 
the same tunes from the past times we had seen them. Each time was great and 1 
hope I can manage to see them again somehow', but something tells me I probably 
won't. After the gig we went and stayed in Chapel Hill while the rest of Stormwateh 
pilled into one car and w ent home, except Jeff who stayed with us. I am glad w e 
stayed because Fxi threw a party at his place, which had a privute lot, so cops can't 
fuck with you. I went into a blackout I drank so much, and the few memories I 
have are the skins I remember talking to and my rambling about "dog style" all 
night to various skingirls (K.C. dosen't remember that there were only a few girls 
and the ones who were single weren't legal age)....I'll fill you in where K. C. passed 
out.. .Everyone was getting really trashed and started throwing bottles at each 
oilier and the w alls. Ihe next thing we all knew every one was hav ing a huge battle 
with whatever anyone could find to throw at each other—bottles, cans, sticks, 
trash cans, etc. Someone tlirew a big board over K.C. so he wouldn't get hit by 
anything (he was still lying on the stairs, passed out). After every thing calmed 
down everyone went back to drinking and talking. At one point K.C. sUxxl up 
opened his eyes and fell flat on his face, the only tiling you could see was a big 
cloud of dust from the ground. I guess you could say he was pretty w asted!-Joy- 
back to K.C. After that it was back to the North to try' and get the job back I 
had quit. I succeeded in both!-K.C.

Braindance are a British punk band that have been around for several years now 
and have several releases out This interview was done through the mail by K.C. 
with vocalist Sloss. 


ICC.) When did the band first get started? 

Braindance) Braindance first started in 1990. For 18 months things were very' 
unsuccessful At this point "Shed" joined the band to play bass. We carried on 
gigging locally not really going anywhere, so we decided a change of singer 
could be the answ er. In April ’93 we asked Sloss to join the band, we didn’t know 
him but we had heard all about him from people who had seen him in other Ixmds 
back in ’84-87. One month later we recorded an eight track demo from which Sloss 
got us our first record deal with "Helen of Oi Records" Ihe single was, Streets 
of Violence". Wc went on to do another 7" and a 10" LP. But it was whilst on tour 
in Germany that the line-up was to change again, with our drummer Rob decided 
to stay in Germany. It took about a month to find our new drummer, Henry. Wc 
have recorded our new LP, "Brainiac" with him, and things are going well. 

K.C.) Is the line-up the same as when the band first started ? 

Braindance) Ileniy-Drums / Shed-Bass / Sloss-Vocals / Saltv-Guitar 

K.C.) Is it hard to get gigs where you live ? 

Braindance) It’s excessively hard to get gigs where we live cause the clubs don’t 
want to take the chance. Also very small crowds. 

K.C.) How is the Punk / Skin scene where you live ? 

Braindance) Well, people seem to think Norwich is a great fucking place, cause a 
few’ decent hands come from here. And that a lot of things happen here. Well 
that’s Bollocks I’m sorry to say. 'Hiere’s not much of a scene in Norwich. 

K.C.) Do you have any problems at gigs ? 

Braindance) Problems at gigs normally arise due to the lack of beer, and Henry' insisting 
on wearing his wool hat and gloves. 

K.C.) What are some topics the band feci strongly about in writing songs? 

Braindance) We have no strong political views in our music, but we do try and get 
a certain emotion across in our songs.
